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THE    FRUIT  SITUATION 
Summary 

Total  stocks  of  important  California  canned  fruits  on  January  1,  1942 
were  about  9  percent  smaller  than  on  the  same  date  a  year  earlier,  although 
supplies  at  the  beginning  of  the  1941-42  season  were  13  percent  larger  than 
at  the  beginning  of  the  previous  season.    Stocks  of  apricots,  fruit  cocktail, 
and  Freestone  peaches  on  January  1  were  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  but  those 
of  cherries,  fruit  salad,  pears,  and  Clingstone  peaches  were  smaller.  Ship- 
ments of  California  canned  fruits  from  June  1  to  January  1  were  the  largest 
on  record,  totaling  17,7  million  cases  as  compared  with  13»7  million  in  the 
comparable  period  a  year  earlier.    On  the  basis  of  these  larger  shipments, 
and  stocks  on  January  1,  the  carry-over  of  California  canned  fruits  at  the 
beginning  of  the  1942  canning  season  is  likely  to  be  smaller  than  usual, 
and  may  be  the  smallest  in  the  last  7  years.    The  demand  for  fruit  for  can- 
ning probably  will  be  greater  in  1942  than  in  1941, 

Total  sales  of  apples  through  regular  domestic  trade  channels  dur- 
ing the  remainder  cf  the  apple  marketing  season  will  be  the  largest,  except 
for  last  year,  in  the  last  4  years  unless  substantial  purchases  are  made 
by  the  Department  of  Agriculture,    Total  sales  through  regular  domestic  trade 
channels  from  February  1  to  June  30,  however,  will  be  about  7  percent  smaller 
than  in  the  same  period  last  year  even  if  no  Department  purchases  are  made. 
Last  year  market  prices  of  eastern  and  mi dwe stern  apples  in  April  were  5 
percent  higher  than  in  the  preceding  February  and  auction  prices  of  western 
apples  were  4  percent  higher. 

The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  reported  that  there  were  899,000 
bushels  of  late  pears  in  cold  storage  on  February  1  compared  with  590,000 
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bushels  on  February  1,  1941.    The  cut  -of -storage,  movement  into  regular  trade 
channels  in  January  was  about  3S,000  boxes  greater  this  year  then  last. 
Auction  prices  of  3osc  end  Winter  i-'elis  pears  at  New  York  averaged  30  per- 
cent and  16  percent  lower  respectively  than  in  January  1941,  and  prices  of 
Cornice  and  D.'Anjou  pears  in  January  were  about  the  same  to  slightly  higher 
than  in  the  same  month  a  year  earlier. 

The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  estimated,  as  of  February  1,  that 
the  orange  crop  iron  the  bloom  of  1941  -would  total  approximately  S4„4 
million  boxes  compared  with  84.1  million  boxes  produced  from  the  bloom  of 
1940.    Grapefruit  production  from  the  bloc::1  of  1941  was  estimated,  as  of 
February  1,  to  total  41,4  million  bushels  compared  with  4390  million  from 
the  bloom  of  194-0,    In  January,  shipments,  of  California  Pavel  oranges  in- 
creased sharply  relative  to  a  year  earlier  and  prices  fell  to  a  level  belo-.v 
those  of  a  year  ago.    A  higher  level  of  consumer  demand  this  year  over  last 
has  been  a  factor  tending  to  offset  the  price  effects  of  a  larger  California 
Havel  crop.     Trices  of  Florida  grapefruit  at  Per.'-  York  from  the  beginning  of 
the  season  to  date  have  averaged  considerably  above  prices  in  the  comparable 
period  last  season,  and  prices  of  Texas  grapefruit  at  Chicago  have  averaged 
slightly  to  moderately  Idgher.

CALIPCRNIA  CAMED  FRUIT  SUPPLIES 

Total  stocks  of  important  California  canned  fruits  on  January  1,  1942 
v.-ere  about  9  percent  smaller  than  on  the  same  date  a  year  earlier,  evon 
though  supplies  at  the  beginning  of  the  1941-42  season  v.-ere  13  percent  larger 
than  at  the  beginning  of  the  previous  season  (table  1).    Stocks  of  apricots, 
fruit  cocktail,  and  Freestone  peaches  on  January  1  were  larger  than  a  year 
earlier,  but  thoce  of  cherries,  fruit  salad,  pears,  and  Clingstone  peaches 
v:ore  smaller.    It  is  estimated  that  in  1941  California  packed  100  percent  of 
the  United  States  pack  of  fruit  cocktail  and  fruit  salad,  95  percent  of  the 
total  peach  pack,  85  percent  of  the  apricot  pack,  25  percent  of  the  sweet 
cherry  pack,  and  25  percent  of  the  pear  pack.

APPLES 

BACKGROUND.-'  Total  production  of  apples  has  fluctuated  wi  dely 
in.  the  past  30  years  largely  as  a  result  of  year-to-year 
changes  in  growing  conditions.    However,  there  has  been  a 
moderate  downward  trend  in  apple  production  since  the  peak 
year  1914,    A  decrease  in  the  number  of  apple  trees  has  taken 
place  in  the  past  50  years,  and  reports  of  the  Eureau  of  the 
Census  indicate  that  the  number  of  apple  trees  of  all  ages 
and  of  bearing  age  in  1940  was  sharply  lower  than  in  1955, 
The  great  decrease  in  number  of  trees  has  been  caused  by 
the  abandonment  of  farm  orchards,  normal  mortality,  the 
removal  of  low-yielding  trees,  and  loss  from  droughts, 
storms ,  and  freezes.    The  census  reports  indicate  that  the 
yield  per  tree  under  average  growing  conditions  increased 
from  1935  to  1940,    Apple  prices  have  recovered  consider- 
ably from  their  low  levels  in  the  depression  years.

Hove  merit  Out  of  Cold  Storage 

The  total  movement  of  commercially-held  apples  out  of  cold  storage 
in  January  was  the  smallest  January  movement  in  the  last  4  years  (table  3),

"but  the  movement  into  domestic  commercial  trade  channels  was  the  largest  in 
the  last  4  years.    In  January  19S9  about  45  percent  of  the  apples  moved  out 
of  storage  were  exported,  hut  in  January  1940  and  1941  only  about  29  percent 
and  18  percent  respectively  of  the  apples  moved  out  went  either  into  export 
or  relief  channels.     In  January  1942  only  a  small  (quantity  of  apples  was 
purchased  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture.

Cold  Storage  Holdings 

Holdings  of  apples  in  cold  storage  on  February  1  were  reported  to 
total  20,1  million  bushels  compared  with  23.0  million  cn  February  1,  1941, 
The  Department  of  Agriculture  held  1.8  million  bushels  on  February  1  this 
year,  and  these  are  included  In  the  total  of  20  cl  million  bushels  reported 
to  be  in  cold  storage  on  that  date.    Thus,  the  amount  of  apples  held  for 
distribution  through  regular  trade  channels  after  February  1  totaled  about 
4.7  million  bushels  less  than  was  available  a  year  earlier. 

Although  total  cold  storage  holdings  on  February  1  were  considerably 
smaller  than  on  February  1,  1941,  in  the  Western  States  cold  storage  holdings 
were  5  percent  larger.    Production  of  the  Delicious  variety  in  "Washington 
was  considerably  heavier  in  1941  than  in  1940. 

Market  Prices 

Wholesale  prices  of  eastern  and  midwestern  apples  in  January  aver- 
aged 5  percent  higher  than  in  December.    Auction  prices  of  Washington  Extra 
Fancy  Rome  Beauty  and  Winesap  apples  at  Hew  Ycrk  were  slightly  higher  in 
January  compared  to  a  month  earlier.    Normally  prices  of  these  varieties 
decline  slightly  from  December  through  January.    A  greater  than  seasonal 
decline  occurred  in  the  price  of  Washington  Delicious  a.pples  in  January. 
Normally  Delicious  prices  at  Hew  York  decline  about  2  percent  from  December 
to  January,  but  this  season  they  declined  about  10  percent.    This  was  the 
largest  Decemher-bo-jariu&ry  decrease  since  the  1937-38  season,  and  the 
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second  largest  in  the  last  15  years.    The  primary  cause  for  this  relatively 
sharp  decrease  in  Delicious  prices  was  an  exceptionally  large  movement  of 
Washington  Delicious  apples  into  domestic  commercial  trade  channels.  Auction 
sales  of  Yiashingt on  Delicious  at  New  York  were  roughly  40  percent  larger 
in  January  1942  than  in  January  1941.

PEARS 

BACKGROUND.-  Pear  prod-action  has  about  doubled  in  the  last  20 
years.    The  increase  occurred  largely  in  the  Pacific  Coast 
States,  where  during  the  5-year  period  1936-40  two  thirds  of 
the  total  United  States  pear  crop  was  produced.    Farm  prices 
of  pears  tended  to  decline  with  increased  production. 


In  1934-38  approximately  18  percent  of  the  total  pear 
crop  was  marketed  outside  this  country,    Ir  this  period 
about  30  percent  of  the  canned  pack  and  76  percent  cf  the 
dried  pack  were  exported.    Substantial  quantities  of  fresh 
pears  also  were  exported.    Export  markets  provided  im- 
portant outlets  for  the  late  variety  pears;  prior  to  the 
outbreak  of  hostilities  in  Europe  in  1939  over  50  percent 
of  total  shipments  of  fresh  Hardy,  Cornice,  and  Winter  Ilelis 
pears  (important  late  varieties)  went  to  foreign  markets. 
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Cold  Storage  Holdings  ^■s£ge£_ 

The  Agricultural  Marketing  Servics  has  reported  that  there  were 
899,000  bushels  of  lats  pears  in  cold  storage  on  February  1  compared  vdth 
568,000  bushels  on  February  1,  1941  and  the  SOysar  (1937-41)  February  1 
average  cf  6 29, COO  bushels* 

The  out-of "storage  movement  in  January  totaled  404,000  bushels  con- 
pared  vdth  482..C00  in  January  1941 »    Approximately  1143000  boxes  moved  out 
in  January  1941,  however,  were  purchased  by  the  Department  of  Agriculture',  . 
No  purchases  of  late  variety  pears  havs  been  made  this  season©  Thus, 
36,000  mere  bushels  of  pears  moved  into  commercial  trade  channels  in 
January  1942  than  in  January  1941e 

Auction  Prices  of  Late  Varieties 
Decreased  in  January" 

January  auction  prices  at  New  York  for  leading  varieties  of  late 
pears  were  from  0  to  23  cents  per  box  lower  than  in  December, 

Auction  prices  of  Eosc  and  Winter  Nelis  pears  at  New  "fork  in  January 
averaged  30  percent  and  16  percent  lower  respectively  than  in  January  1941, 
and  prices  of  Cornice  and  D*Anjou  pea's  in  January  were  about  the  same  to 
slightly  higher  than  in  the  same  month  a  year  earlier.    The  movement  of 
late  variety  pears  into  domestic  commercial  trade  channels  in  January  was 
about  10  percent  heavier  than  in  January  1941,  but  the  purchasing  power  of 
consumers  was  roughly  15  percent  greater.    Indications  are  that  some  of  the 
late  variety  pears  ran  fairly  heavily  to  odd  sizes  this  year, 

CITRUS 

Oranges 

The  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  estimated,  as  of  February  1,  that 
the  orange  crop  from  the  bloom  of  1941  would  total  approximately  84,4 
million  boxes  compared  vdth  84,1  million  boxes  produced  from  the  bloom  of 
1940. 

There  are  definite  indications  of  a  considerable  shift  from  truck 
shipments  to  rail  shipments  this  season  because  of  the  tire  situation.  In 
the  3  weeks  ended  February  15,  rail  and  boat  shipments  of  oranges  aver- 
aged 19  percent  above  those  in  the  comparable  weeks  last  year,  but  total 
rail,  boat,  and  truck  shipments  averaged  17  percent  below  those  in  1941, 

Total  shipments  of  Florida  oranges  from  the  beginning  of  the  season 
to  February  14  were  approximately  13  percent  less  than  in  the  comparable 
period  in  the  1940-41  season,  but  from  January  19  to  February  14  Florida 
shipments  were  only  about  11  percent  less  than  in  the  comparable  period  a 
year  earlier. 

Total  shipments  of  California  and  Arizona  Navel  and  miscellaneous 
oranges  from  the  beginning  cf  the  season  to  February  14  were  about  4  per- 
cent less  than  in  the  comparable  period  last  season.    From  January  5  to 
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January  24,  however,  shipments  of  California  and  Arizona  oranges,  excluding 
Yalencias,  totaled  roughly  30  percent  above  these  in  the  comparable  period 
a  year  earlier. 

Auction  prices  of  Florida  oranges  this  season  at  Hew  York  averaged 
above  those  in  the  comparable  period  last  year  from  the  beginning  of  the 
season  until  the  week  ended  January  30,  when  they  averaged  13  cents  a  box 
below  the  price  in  the  comparable  week  in  1941. 

Auction  prices  of  California  Havel  oranges  at  Hew  York  averaged  3 
percent  higher  in  December  1941  then  in  December  1940,  but  in  January  they 
averaged  12  percent  below  prices  in  the  same  month  last  year.  Although 
the  crop  of  California  Havels  is  estimated  to  be  about  1  million  boxes 
larger  this  season  than  last,  total  shipments  from  the  beginning  of  the 
season  to  January  3  were  about  9  percent  less  than  in  the  comparable 
period  last  season.     In  January,  however,  shipments  increased  sharply 
relative  to  a  year  earlier  and  prices  fell  to  a  level  below  those  of  a 
year  ago,    A  higher  level  of  consumer  demand  this  year  over  last  has  been 
a  factor  tending  to  offset  the  price  effects  of  a  larger  California  Havel 
crop  , 

Grapefruit 

Total  grapefruit  production  from  the  bloom  of  1941  was  estimated, 
as  of  February  1,  to  total  4IP4  million  bushels  compared  with  43,0  million 
from  the  bloom  of  1940,     Production  in  Florida  is  indicated  to  be  about 
13  percent  less,  and  that  in  Texas  is  indicated  to  be  9  percent  larger 
than  in  the  1940-41  season. 

Prices  of  Florida  grapefruit  at  Hew  York  from  the  beginning  of 
the  season  to  date  have  averaged  considerably  above  prices  in  the  compar- 
able period  last  season,  and  prices  of  Texas  grapefruit  at  Chicago  have 
averaged  slightly  to  moderately  higher.
